SCHOOL. 



It is sincerely to bo hoped that the 
Board of Education in dealing with 
matters pertaining to the High School 
in this city will exercise great discre- 
tion and resort to 'measures that will 
precludo the possibility of a recurrence 
of those unfortunate circumstances that 
recently rendered the temporary clos- 
ing of the establishment necessary. The 
time for receiving applications for the 
head-mastership of the school expires 
to-day, and wo trust that amongst the 
candidates for the position one may be 
found who will prove fitted in every 
respect to fill it. Tho inctficiency of 
the late head-master, although unfortu- 
nate for him as an individual, will event- 
ually bo instrumental in reorganizing 
the school on a much more satisfactory 
basis than that on which it has been 
conducted in the past. Wo do not for 
. a moment insinuate that the faults of 
tho late master were necessary evils for 
accomplishing this end, but that they 
opened the eyes of tho Board of Educa- 
tion to irregularities which hail existed 
for some time and that they were the 
cause of a thorough investigation which 
will result beneficially to the cause of 
education cannot be denied. There are 
many details in connection with a High 
School that have both hero and else- 
where given rise to dissatisfaction and 
differences of opinion and, next to the 
selection of thoroughly qualified teach- 
ers, it occurs to us the most important 
question to bo determined is that rela- 
tive to the advisedness of what is term- 
ed a " mixed" high school. At a recent 
meeting held in this city, one of the 

Smblic schools trustees, Mr. \V. Wilson, 
[I. P. P., stated that he is opposed to 
the system and we incline to the opin- 
ion that his objection is well taken. In 
San Francisco the experiment of mix- 
ing tho sexes at high schools lias been 
tried and proved a failure and here 
it has by no means given satisfac- 
tion. The system increases the respon- 
sibility of teachers and is not, so far as' 
we can see, more conducive to pro- 
ficiency in the various branches of edu- 
cation than that of separate tuition. It 
would seem therefore that to render 
the reorganization of the existing High 
School complete it will be necessary for 
the Board of Education to separate the 
sexes and engago a qualified male teach- 
er for the one and a qualified female 
teacher for the other. The change 
would incur no additional expense un- 
der the head of salaries, for hitherto it 
has been deemed necessary to employ 
at least two male teachers. Tt is pos 
sible that some slight alteration of or 
addition to the building used for High 
School purposes might bo required; but 
the outlay thus involved would be as 
nothing in comparison with tho advan- 
tages it would result in. We therefore 
hope that the Board of Education will 
take the matter into their consideration 
and, profiting by the experience of San 
Francisco and other large cities, will 
come to tho determination to abolish 
the " mixed" system. Such a step we 
are sure would meet with tho hearty 
approval of prominent citizens who 
have ever taken a lively interest in the 
training of the youth of the Province 
and would be highly satisfactory to a 
great majority of the parents of tho 
pupils hitherto attending the High 
School.

Scouo in tho House. 



The United States House of Repre- 
sentatives, or rather certain members 
of it, beaded by the noted Ben. But- 
tler, put suflicient obstruction in the 
way of the Bill to -appropriate the 
money for the Fishery award to pre- 
vent its passage for tho present. But 
inasmuch as the President has declared 
ho will call an extra session of Con- 
gress for the purpose, the probabilities 
aro that some moans will be found to 
get it through before tho adjournment. 
There is a large majority in favor of its 
payment, and it is old}' iu bo regretted 
for the sake of the national honor that 
there should be so much unseemly 
squabbling over it. 



High School Ezamination. 



Editou Colonist: — In your yester- 
day issue appear tho names of a number 
of girls who in the order of merit have 
passed the above examination and are 
eligsble for High School teaching. I 
would like to hear through your col- 
umns the desirability of girls receiving 
such instruction, and of the advantages 
likely to accrue. Is it for tho purpose 
of making them moro eflieient in tho 
discharge of domestic duty ? If not, 
what may be tho particular object aimed 
at? Will any of the parents who pur- 
pose sending their daughters to this 
High School inform me 1 

In the meantime, until better in- 
formed, I regard this High School bus- 
iness for girls as a more crotchet, and 
unnecessary, and moreover set my face 
most distinctly to the mixed system of 
boys and girls of the ages of these pu- 
pils being educated together and of 
which some clay there may bo tangible 
evidence of the impropriety. 

An Old Fogy. 



Washington, IXC, June 17. 

Mr. Crapo (Rep.), of Mass.. from the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, report- 
ed a Bill placing $5,500,000 of gold 
coin under the direction of the Presi- 
dent with which to pay to the Govern- 
ment of Her Britannic Majesty the 
amount awarded by the Fisheries Com- 
mission lately assembled at Halifax, in 
pursuance of tho treaty of Washington 
if, after correspondence with the Brit- 
ish Government on the subject of the 
conformity of the award to the require- 
ments of the Treaty and tho terms of 
the question submitted to the Commis- 
sion, the President shall deem it his 
duty to make the payment without fur- 
ther communication with Congress. 
Even before tho reading of the Bill was 
concluded, objections and points of or- 
der were made by Messrs. Butler, of 
Massachusetts; Cox, of New York, 
Springer, of Illinois, and others, but 
were overruled by the Speaker, who 
declared that the Bill was an interna- 
tional one, and that it w.is his duty to 
promote its passage, as he had been ap- 
pointed by the State Department on 
tho subject. He stated also that it was 
not tho.Senate Hill, as that body had 
no right to originate appropriation 
bills, but that it was a Mouse Bill, re- 
ported under his advice. Mr. Butler 
and Mr. Cox made most persistent 
efforts to address the House in opposi- 
tion to tho Bill, but were met with 
calls to order from both sides of the 
House, enforced also by the Speaker. 

Mr. Butler asked even for five min- 
utes, which (Mr. Springer said) was 
less than a minute per million, but ob- 
jection was made louder and more de- 
termined, and the motion was made by 
Mr. Crapo to suspend tho rules and 
pass the Bill. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, declared 
with indignation and amid a storm of 
objections and calls to order, that this 
was the result of the boasted principle 
of arbitration. Tho House, he said, 
was ready to "duck down" to the 
Queen because members were in such a 
hurry to get home, and where were 
they to get tho money unless they bor- 
rowed it ? Mr. Butler made renewed 
efforts to get a hearing, but met with 
no better success. Ho faced the storm 
(which was strongest on the Republi- 
can sido of the House), and asserted 
that it was one of his privileges to be 
heard. The Speaker, however, dissent- 
ed from that view,and informed him re- 
peatedly and severely that he was not 
in order and must take his seat; and 
then as Mr. Butler paid no attention 
to the order, the Speaker called upon 
the Sergeant-at- Arms to do his duty. 
Tho functionary (without his mace of 
office) stepped up to Mr. Butler, who 
with arms folded, was defiantly facing 
the storm, and tho officer ami the rep- 
resentative had an apparantly friendly 
colloquy, and soon afterwards the 
Speaker notified the Sergeant-at-Arnis 
that he might retire. 

The Speaker was then putting the 
question on the suspension of the rules 
when he was interrupted by Mr. Cox, 
of New York, who called peremptor- 
illy, "Mr. Speaker 1" "Sir," said the 
Speaker. ■ 

"I have made a motion to adjourn," 
said Mr. Cox. 

"I did not hear it," said the Speaker. 

The Speaker then put the question 
on the motion to adjourn, and it was 
voted down — yeas 34, nays 117 — and 
then the vote was taken on suspending 
the rules and passing the Bill. Tin- 
motion was rejected — yeas 155, nays 
87 — not the necessary two-thirds in the 
affirmative, 

Mr. Freeman (Rep.) of Pennsylvania, 
in voting, said that he was paired on 
political questions, but he did not con- 
sider this a political question, but one 
involving the nation's honour, and he 
therefore voted aye. 

Mr. Harrison, of Illinois, voted aye 
on tho same principle. 

Mr. Ellis (Dem.), of Louisiana, called 
up at a quarter to 11 p. m. the South 
Carolina contested election case of Rich- 
ardson against Rainey. 

Mr. Hale, of Maine, raised the ques- 
tion of consideration, and the House 
decided (103 to 127) not to consider 
the question now. 

Mr. Wood (Dem.), of New York, at 
a quarter past 1 1 p, m. moved to sus- 
pend the rules and adopt a resolution 
to proceed to business on the Speaker's 
table (on which the Speaker said there 
were 130 Bills), and to dispose of them 
in their order, no Bill objected to be 
passed except by a two-thirds majority. 
The vote by tollers was 139 to 5-1, and 
then the yeas and nays were demanded 
and ordered. Mr. Wood's resolution 
was adopted — yeas 151, nays 73 — and 
the House thereupon (at midnight) pro- 
ceeded to the business on the Speaker's 
table. 



A Boating for the English Oriclietors.

The Australian cricket club has given 
an awful licking by nine wickets to 
to the best English eleven — the "corn 
stalks" have whipped the "burly Eng- 
lishmen. The London Standard de- 
votes a long leader to the event. We 
read as follows: 

The gamo commenced with a suprise 
for the spectators. Mr. W. G. G race 
and Mr. Hornby, two of the finest bats 
in England, went to the wickets, to the 
bowling of Messrs. Allan and Boyle. 
The champion batsman made four off' 
the first ball, but at the second was 
caught at the square leg, amid mur- 
murs of . surprise, from tho spectators, 
and not a little, wo should imagine, to 
tho astonishment of the Australian 
team, who scarcely expected to see the 
most formidable of all the Graces dis- 
posed of so easily. But another sur- 
prise was to come. Mr. Hornby had 
made a few runs when a change of 
bowler took place, Mr. Spoft'orth, re- 
lieving Allan, and clean bowling over 
the Lancashire batsman in his second 
over. Mr. Weber came next, and was 
bowled by Spoff'orth, and than the game 
went on until the same bowler absol- 
utely took thece wickets in three su- 
ccessive balls — an almost unprecedent- 
ed feat in a high class match like this. 
Well might the victorious Colonial 
bowler have said, parodying the words 
of Horatius, "What man of Maryle- 
bouo comes next to taste Australian 
cheer?" But the club of ours struggled 
on, being finally disposed of for thirty 
three runs, about half, or even a third, 
of what they might reasonably have 
expected to see placed to the account of 
Mr. W. G. Grace alone. Mr. Spoff- 
orth's bowling, as shown by the ana- 
lysis, was certainly most remarkable. 
Out of five overs and three balls, he 
bowled three maidens; only four runs 
were scored off him, and for these la- 
took six wickets, 'flic thunders of ap- 
plause that greeted him when he walk- 
ed back to the Pavilion were never 
better deserved.

The Boyal City. 

New Westminster will bo known for all 
time as tho Royal City. Founded in 
1859 by Colonel Moody of tho Royal En- 
gineers tho title originally bestowed upon 
it was "Queenboro. " Governor Douglas 
contended for the insertion of the letter 
"s" between the first and second syllables, 
which would have made it Queensboro. 
Colonel Moody demurred to tho innova- 
tion, and the matter of one letter more or 
less was referred to Her Majesty, who 
with characteristic good senso cut tho 
Gordian knot by discarding tho name 
submitted to her and substituting that of 
"New Westminster." Hence "Royal 
City," because the name of tho town was 
selected by royalty. 

The first impression a visitor receives on 
landing at New Westminster after an ab- 
sence of some years is that a marked im- 
provement has taken place in the town. 
Ho soes fewer stumps and more dwellings, 
loss brush and forest and more fences and 
cultivated land in the suburbs; new and 
bettor roads, more business houses with 
larger stocks. Ho hears the whirr of saws, 
and sees other evidences of the existence 
of local industries. As he approaches the 
city from the river mouth ho discerns 
ranges of buildings occupied for fish-can- 
ning purposes, and in the city itself he 
sees further evidences of the existence of 
a vast industry that from small beginnings 
lias arrown to be a source of great wealth 
to town and Province. One of these can- 
neries — thero are seven ;». .m . uvul >ica 
more than an aero of ground. When tho 
"run" shall have commenced upwards of 
3000 men and 250 boats will be employed 
during the season, and not less than 3,- 
500,000 cans are stacked in the canneries 
awaiting open-mouthed tho advent of the 
sportive salmon. In the town and imme- 
diate vicinity thero are three sawmills and 
one sash and door manufactory. Along 
the river banks where tho lands are sub- 
ject to overflow dyking has been exten- 
sively resorted to to bring the land under 
cultivation, with mrsked success. Score.! 
of farms exist now where the tide a few 
years ago ebbed and flowed, and the 
cereal and vegetable yield is said to be 
enormous. Above the city .again on either 
bank aro many thriving farms, and at 
Burrard Inlet two old-established and ex- 
tensive lumber mills are kept constantly 
runningto supplya demand for export. All 
these communities find a common market 
at New Westminster, and tho rapid growth 
of the town is therefore readily accounted 
for. Amongst tho latest improvements 
are the new Convent School building 
(handsome and elegibly situated), the luna- 
tic asylum, and the penitentiary — tho lat- 
ter of solid stone and evidently a model 
of its kind. Numerous private buildings 
have been recently completed and others 
aro either underweigh or are projected. 
New Westminster has shaken off the leth- 
argy that for years after tho removal of 
the Capital affected it, and is turning its at- 
tention to the opening out of the great 
natural resources that lie within roach of 
every industrious and thrifty man's hand. 
It is gratifying to note within the Pro- 
vince such solid evidences of prosperity as 
moot tho eyo on every side on the Lower 
Fraser.

The Canadians Victorious. — The 
boat race at Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, re- 
sulted in a victory for Hanlan, tho Cana- 
dian oarsman, over Morris, the American 
champion. The Pittsburg Chronicle pro- 
nounces Hanlan the greatest oarsman of 
the day, and says nothing like his scien- 
tific rowing has ever been soon on those 
waters. It claims the official time taken 
by Mr. Elliott is incorrect, and states 
that a jeweller having one of the most 
improved stop-watches, and understand- 
ing thoroughly its manipulations, made 
the following record, which he says is ab- 
solutely correct : Hanlan 's time, 30 min- 
utes, 33i seconds; Morris's, 30 minutes, 
42i seconds. It is significant that Mor- 
ris 7 time is the fastest on record, except 
Hanlan's on this race. 



Canning Fruit. — The following table 
for boiling fruit in cans will doubtless 
provo useful, as the present is tho time for 
putting up such preserves for winter. Tho 
first figure after the name of the fruit re- 
fers to time of boiling in minutes, tho sec- 
ond to ounces of sugar to tho quart: Cher- 
ries, 5.0; raspberries, 0.4; blackberries, 
0.6; gooseberries, 8.8; currants, li.8; 
grapes, 10.8; plums, 10.8; peaches (whole), 
15.4; peaches (halves), 8.4; pears (whole), 
30.8; crabappies, 25.8: quinces (sliced), 
15.10; toniatoos, 30, none; beansand peas, 
three to four hours. — Druggists' Circular 
and Chemical Gazette. 

Burns Mountain. — The mountain from 
which came the ore just crushed with such 
handsome results at Cariboo lies about 
one and a-half miles back of the town of 
Stanley, on Lightning Crook. Burns 
Creek, which about 15 years ago acquired 
some notoriety as agold-producingstrcam, 
heads in this mountain. The vein from 
which the quartz was taken is large and 
well defined. The ore is free milling. Tho 
Foster lodge is located in the same moun- 
tain. 

From Barclay Sound. — Capt. Thos. 
Laughton arrived at 2 p.m. yesterday, per 
canoe, from Barclay Sound with witnesses 
in the late Indian murder cases, He reports 
the Indians quiet, and that Superinten- 
dant Bowdcn has succeeded in arresting 
the murderers, and also a whisky seller, 
and may be expected to arrive here with 
his prisoners probably to-day in the 
schooner Anna Beck. 

Salting Beer. — A leading medical 
journal, the Lancet, is discussing the j 
question of salting beer. It maintains 
that, either by using a very saline water, 
or by introducing salt during tho manu- 
facture of tho article, there can bo no 
doubt that some brewers will mako their 
beer salt for tho purpose of causing thirst, 
and thus adding to the sale of liquor. 

Insane. — Tho unfortunate man Oliver, 
who on Sunday last became dangerously 
insane, has boon subjected to a medical ex- 
amination and will shortly bo conveyed 
to tho asylum at New Westminster. It is 
hoped that the demented man will shortly 
recover his reason as his physical condit- 
ion has already somewhat improved.

It was expected that the great Sutro 
tunnel— a work intended to drain tho 
claims on tho Comstock lode — would bo 
completed yesterday. The tunnel is five 
miles in length and has been seven 
years in construction at a cost of §10, 000,- 
(XJ0. It will tap the Comstock lode 1400 
feet below tho surface; but since it was 
commenced many- of the shafts have been 
sunk to a lower level than that at which 
the tunnel will' intersect tho vein. Pump- 
ing will still therefore have to bo resorted 
to raise the water in those claims to a 
level with the tunnel. In the progress of 
the work Mr. Sutro met with many ob- 
stacles. At one time ho had arrayed 
against him tho powerful infhienco of tho 
principal minenwners on the Comstock 
lode and the United States Congress; but 
his indomitable energy and pluck and tho 
confidence that German capitalists ropos- 
ed in him, enabled him to overcome all 
obstacles and to-day he surveys tho great 
work in a state of completion. Mr. Sutro 
resided in Victoria for a short time in 
1858.

— To-day 
Solon Pattee, City expert, on behalf of 
the finance committee, swore out a war- 
rant for the arrest of Richard N. dar- 
ken, ex-clerk of the city criminal 
court. For sonic time Pattee in con- 
nection with Clarken has been going 
over the hitter's accounts and finds 
Clarken indebted to the city in the 
sum of $1,380. Examination disclosod 
tlii! fact that Clarken kept no cash book 
of money received from fines. Tho ex- 
pert had to tako the minutes of the 
city criminal court (Judge Ferral's) to 
ascertain the amount of fines imposed, 
and then refer to the commitments to 
ascertain the sentences that had been 
served in prison.

EUROPE 

Paris, June 30 — The national festi- 
val in honor of tho. exhibition to-day 
was a great success. Hundreds of 
thousands of people poured into the 
city, and when the inauguration of the 
statue of the republic began tho mass 
of spectators was immense. Demarce, 
Minister of tho Interior, unveiled tho 
statue, and delivered an eloquent speech. 
He declared the Republican party had 
now become the nation, and regenerated 
Franco was determined to enjoy the 
benefits of her dearly bought institu- 
tions of peace. 

Constantinople, July 1— The Aus- 
trian Plcnipotentariea in the Congress 
stated that Austria Bought tho co-opera- 
tion of Turkey, and did not desire the 
withdrawal of tho Ottoman troops. 
The Porte representatives did not for- 
mally protest against tho occupation, 
but only made some observations which 
aro now being discussed. 

Owing to tho alarming spread of 
brigandage in Thessaly, Greece is re- 
ported massing largo forces on the 
frontier to protect her own territory.

Of the Guelph-inado carriages on ex- 
hibition in Paris, one, a park phaeton 
with patent springs, has been sold for 
1,500 francs. The Canadian parlor 
organs exhibited there are also attract- 
ing attention, some of them made by 
Bell & Co., of Guelph, and by the Do- 
minion Organ Co., of Bowmanville. 
Five reapers and two mowers have 
been ordored in Scotland from Max- 
well, of Brantford. 

New Brunswick shipyard:! are by no 
means idle; a barque of 811 tons is 
about ready for launching at Richibuc- 
to; ono of 030 tons will go off tho ways 
at Buctouche in July; ono of 710 tons 
will presently bo floated at Wclford, 
and a ship of 1,000 tons at Richibucto, 
classed eight years at French Lloyds; 
while a 90 ton schooner is just launched 
at Richibucto, and three schooners are 
building at Kingston. This is one of 
the industries that protection complete- 
ly killed in tho United States. 

Tho Custom House revenue at St. 
John, N. B., for May, was $111,489, 
•which is $17,003 greater than that of 
the same month last year. The receipts 
of tho Inland Revenue District were 
$27,479.80, against $14,155.78 in May, 
1877. Of the total sum, tobacco fur- 
nished $16,120, and spirits $8,411. 

The estimates of the Quebec Govern 
ment as given by the Treasurer are: rev- 
onue. $2,231,537.12; expenditures, $2,- 
314,041 — a slight excess of the former. 
For the last three years, the Conserva- 
tive Government has had a deficit; and 
deficits, as the Mail has told us, are 
clear evidences of incapacity or worse. 
The estimated expenditure of Mr. 
Joly's Government for 1878-79 is less 
than for cither of the last three yearB 
under Tory rule. 

On Sunday night, says the Hamil- 
ton Times: Jeremiah Buckley, the 
well-known centenarian, being aged 107 
years, departed this life. The old man 
passed peacefully away in tho midst of 
tho family of his son, Mr. Dennis 
Buckley, who is himself fifty-five years 
of age. The deceased, according to his 
own account, which bore every evidence 
of being correct, was born in 1771 in 
the confines of Cork and Kerry, and 
within a few miles of the famous lakes 
of Killarney, in Ireland.

St. John, June 21. — In Carloton 
county yesterday Leighton ami White 
were elected, defeating Shaw and Cald- 
well. The elected men profess to be 
Independents. 

At the Albert county olection to-day 
Lewis and Turner were elected, defeat- 
ing Rogers and Hopper. 

Vaughan, who is to bo hanged to- 
morrow, bid adieu to his wife and rela- 
tives this afternoon. In his confession, 
which will be made public to-morrow, 
he acknowledges the commission of the 
crime. He is quite composed, and is 
resigned to his fate. 

Toronto, June 21. — The inquest on 
Guest, in tho St. Mary's supposed pois- 
oning case, was resumed on Thursday. 



Dr. Ellis, who analysed the stomach of 
the deceased, testified that ho was una- 
ble to discover any traces of poison. 

J. T. Hutchinson, grocer, who mys- 
teriously disappeared from the city last 
Christmas, has turned up in Paris, be- 
ing employed on the Canadian Com- 
mission. 

Montreal, Juno 22. — Ives & Allen's 
iron store-room was burned this morn- 
ing. The firo caught Miller Bros. & 
Mitchell's, machinists. Three firemen 
were badly hurt. The loss is very 
heavy, about $140,000, covered by in- 
surance. Several explosions occurred 
from thirty cases of cartridges in Ives 
& Allen's.' 

In connection with tho strike at the 
Gazette and Herald offices, tho proprie- 
tors have decided that they shall in fu- 
ture be non-union offices. Their men 
who have struck work will probably be 
replaced by men from a distance whom 
they expect tho news of the strike will 
bring to Montreal early in tho week. 

Halifax, N. S., June 21. — Mossrs. 
Hyndham Bros, of Charlottetown, ox- 
tensivo shipping and general merchants, 
have failed. Their liabilities are said 
to bo heavy.

Singular Scene at a Baptism. — A 
singular scene is reported to have oc- 
curred at Malaga during a baptism. 
Just when tho holy .father was anoint- 
ing tho child with water, a seafaring 
man, grandfather of the child, who had 
not been invited to tho ceremony, rush- 
ed into tho church with a sabre in one 
hand and a knife in the other and com- 
menced laying about him indiscrimi- 
nately. One woman was killed, the 
godfather, the child, and several of the 
spectators were wounded, as well as a 
guard by whom tho infuriated man was 
arrested. The cause of tho man's vio- 
lence was piquo. 

Lord Castlereagh and Sir Thomas 
Romilly were the leaders of the bar in 
their day. ' They both died suicides. 
Wilberforce accounts for their aberra- 
tion of intellect on the ground that 
they were unintcrmittent in their work 
and they never rested on Sunday. 
" Poor fellow!" said Wilberforce in re- 
gard to Castlereagh. "Poor fcllowl it 
was non-observance of the Sabbath." 

A society lias been formed in Dum- 
fries having for its object the removal 
of tho temptations to intemperance. 

The burgh of Satanraer is celebrated 
for the number of its ancient dwellings. 
It contains 1 1 1 houses roofed with 
thatch, 104 being occupied as dwelling 
houses. 

Among the records of the Town Coun- 
cil of Perth there is one bearing tho 
date 1G68, which shows that an act had 
boon passed, declaring that if any per- 
son refuses to tako off his hat to the 
Provost he shall bo punished and that 
if any person will not reverence the 
Provost and Magistrates he must walk 
on the other side of the street. 

The Grand Lodge of F rcemasons, at 
a communication recently held in Ed- 
inburgh, adopted resolutions similar to 
those of tho Grand Lodge of England, 
expressing profound regret at tho stop 
taken by the Grand Orient of France 
in removing from its constitution tho 
assertion of belief in God, such altera- 
tion being regarded as opposed to the 
traditions, practice and feelings of all 
genuine Masons from the earliest to 
tho present time.

The annual race of the tea ships 
from China to London has just com- 
menced, and promises to be more than 
usually exciting on account of tho very 
close contest last year, and from tho 
fact that there is a newly-built vessel 
which is making hor maiden homeward 
trip. Last year tho excitement was 
centred upon the relative merits of the 
Gleneagles (winner in 187G) and the 
Loudoun Castle, a new vessel. The 
race was won by the latter, but only 
by two titles, or twelve hours. This 
year there is another competitor in 
the Ocean King, which was launched 
on the Clyde in February last and 
made a very good passage outward. 
The last named seems to have been the 
most fancied by shippers, as she suc- 
ceeded in getting a cargo and starting 
first. The other ships engaged arc all 
first-class ones, and include the Glenar- 
tey, tho Radnorshire, Glenearn, Glon- 
finlas, Glenfalloch, with tho Braemcr 
Castle, one of tho Castle line of clip- 
pers. It is thought however that the 
Gleneagles will land the first cargo of 
the new teas. 

A great fire has occurred at tho 
Glasgow Apothecary Company's prem- 
ises, the oldest and largest in Scotland, 
completely destroying them. They ex- 
tend from Virginia street to Glastford 
street. The City Bank, on one side, 
and the Corporat ion CI as Office on tho 
other, caught fire, but the flames only 
scorched them. Damage, $150,000. 

Mr. Arthur Andrew Hare, under- 
graduate of Cambridge University, has 
been convicted of an indecent assault 
on a little girl, named Lilly Muncey, 
of tender years, before the county 
Magistrates, and fined in the full pen- 
alty of i!20, including costs. 

The Irish potato crop is reported to 
lie unusually promising this year. 

Mr. Parncll, of Clapham, writes to 
the Times: — "There is a most simple 
method — apparently not sufliciently 
well known — of discriminating between 
real and spurious diamonds. If the 
specimen is immersed in water, should 
it be a (diamond, it will sparkle with 
almost undiminished light and brillian- 
cy of colour; but if it be spurious, 
whether paste or rock crystal, tho 'fire' 
of the jewel will be completely 
quenched. 

At Renfrewshire Rev. Mr. Macrae, 
the pastor of a leading church, stated 
that he had received a memorial re- 
garding the question of peace or war, 
and asking him to ascertain tho feeling 
of his congregation on tho subject. Ho 
called upon those in favor of war to 
stand up, and in response one lady did 
so, while the rest of the congregation 
stood up for peaco. 

The East Anglican Daily Times says 



that a monition has been served by the 
Bishop of Norwich upon the Bcv. 
George Drury, the rector of Claydon, 
near Ipswich, calling upon him to re- 
move certain ornaments from tho 
church. Mr. Drury has been allowed 
until the 1st of August for compliance. 
The monition with tho official seal was 
shown on Ipswich market on Tuesday, 
having been found upon the road, 
whore it was apparently thrown by the 
rev. gentleman. 

Mr. Brassey, M.P., who read a paper 
on the formation of a colonial volun- 
teer forco at the Royal United Service 
Institution, a few weeks since, has de- 
livered a lecture on tho same subject at 
the rooms of the Society of Arts, to the 
members of tho Royal Colonial Insti- 
tute. He said we had lately done 
something to prove the resources of our 
empire by transporting a force of 7,000 
natives of India to our island fortress 
in tho Mediterranean, but we should 
achieve a far greater thing if a forco of 
70,000 seamen of our own race and 
language wore enrolled as an Imperial 
Naval Resorve in' our North American 
dependencies.

Groat Gamblers. 



In tho time of Richard the Lion- 
Hearted and John, the nobles spent 
their time in gaining, and Matthew 
Paris reproves the barons for their love 
of gaining when their services were re- 
quired in tho field. In 1190 when (he 
laws of tho allied forces of Franco and 
England were drawn up, in the con- 
tests against the Saracens, knights and 
clerks were allowed to lose twenty 
shillings a day, while soldiers and sail- 
ors who played for money were lined or 
ducked. In the reign of Henry VII i. 
gaining prevailed to a great extent — 
tho King himself was a most unscrupu- 
lous gamester. Charles II. was the 
greatest of royal gamesters. "I will 
bet my soul to an orange on tho game," 
said tho king. "If your majesty will 
bet odds I will take them," rejoined a 
lord. 

When Jamos II. was proclaimed 
King, truthful and quaint old Evelyn 
wrote: "I can never forget the inex- 
pressible luxury and profaness, gaining 
and all dissoluteness, and, as it were, 
total forgetness of God (it being Sunday 
evening) which this day so'night I 
was witness of — the King sitting and 
toying with his concubines, Portsmouth, 
Cleveland and Mazarine, a French boy 
singing love songs in that glorious gal- 
lery, whilst about twenty of tho cour- 
tiers and other dissolute persons were 
at baosett, around a large table, a bank 
of at least .£2,000 ($10,000) in gold be- 
fore them, upon which two gentlemen 
who were with mo made reflections of 
astonishment. Six days after all was 
dust." 

In Walpolo's time tho vice reached 
all ranks of society, and that veracious 
autobigrapher records tho instance of a 
man who reduced tho affections to a 
calculation, and laid wagers on the every 
day affairs of his life. 

Equally absurd was the wager of the 
Dukes of Rochester and Buckingham, 
who made bets on a race between two 
snails in the days of "yo merry mon- 
arch," or of Lord Bolingbroko, who 
wagered that he would run a race nak- 
ed through Hyde Park. 

A witty retort is told of Mr. Hare, 
who met Major Bereton, a noted gam- 
bler, at Bath. 

"How do you do, Major V said Hare. 

"Pretty well" (referring to his gam- 
bling successes), "but I've met with a 
sad misfortune lately — I've lost Mrs. 
Bereton. " 

"At hazard or quinzc V asked Hare. 

But tho master gambler of those days 
was the English orator. 

"Play," said lie, "is liko the air wo 
breathe; if we have it not we die." 
Ho played at hazard once for twenty - 
two consecutive hours and lost at the 
rate of .£500 ($2,500) an hour. Fabul- 
ous stories arc told of his losses at play. 
Once sauntering into the club, ho asked 
"will anyone play anything i" Again 
he lost .£2,500 at billiards, a game at 
which he was a novice. Gibbon wrote 
Sheffield in 1773; "You know Lord 
Holland is paying Chas. Fox's debts. 
They amount to .£140,000 ($700,000.)" 
Before he was 30 ho had spent his en- 
tire fortune at gambling. His best 
friends were said to have been ruined 
in annuities they gave the Jews to se- 
cure them for money loaned to gamble 
with; .£50,000 a year of them were 
offered for sale at ono time. In the de- 
bate on the Forty-nine articles, Fox sat 
up at night playing at hazard at Almack's 
from Tuesday evening, tho fourth, till 
Wednesday evening, the 5th at 5 in the 
afternoon. An hour before he had re- 
covered .£12,000 that he had lost and 
by dinner, at 5 o'clock, he had ended, 
losing £1 1,000; on Thursday he spoke 
in the debate, went to dinner at half- 
past 11 at night, thence to White's 
where ho drank till 7 the next morning; 
thence to Almack's, where ho won £0,- 
000 ($30,000), and between and 1 in 
tho afternoon started for the races at 
Newmarket.
